The committee appointed on so much of the mes- 
sage of the president of the United States, as 
relates to military affairs, to whom was referred 

the amendments from the house of representa- 
tives, to the bill “to authorize the president of 
the United States, to call upon the several states 
and territories thereof, for their respective quo- 
tas of eighty thousand four hundred and thirty 

militia, for the defence of the frontiers of the 
United States against invasion,” together with 
the bill, report: : 


That they agree to the first amendment in the 
first section; that they disagree to the second and 
_ third, and agree to the other amendments of that 

section. : | 

That they agree to the amendments proposed 
to the second section. 

That they disagree to the amendment in the 
fourth section which proposes to strike out “two 
years,” and to insert “one year;” and that they 
agree to the other amendments in that section. 

That they agree to the amendments proposed to 
the fifth and sixth sections. 

That they disagree to the amendment which 
proposes to strike out the seventh section, 

That they agree to the amendments proposed to 
the ninth section, with the following modifica-

tions. Add, after the words “ according to law,” 
in the second line, the words “within twenty 
days;” and after those words, insert the amendment 
proposed to be inserted after the word “territory,” 
and amend that amendment, by inserting afier the 
word “act,” in the third line thereof, the follow- 
ing words, “who shall furnish.” 


‘That they agree to the additional section pre 
posed after the tenth section. 
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
